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'No' to beach centre 

Protestors win the day over council rescue centre plans

JUBILANT opponents 
cheered planners after 
they refused permission 
for the council’s own 
scheme for a new beach 
rescue centre in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

More than 90 people 
criticised the proposal on 
the old Esplanade aquar¬ 
ium site which would 
have included RNLI, 
canoe rescue, first aid and 
lost children facilities, a 
cafe, toilets and a chang¬ 
ing room. 

Officers said the site and 
its facilities were “much 
needed” but their argu¬ 
ments were blown away 
by a barrage from speak¬ 
ers critical of ruined views 
and seafront clutter. 

Councillor Roger Allen 
quoted from Prince 
Charles and likened the 
scheme to “a monstrous 
carbuncle on the face of 
an old friend” and Peter 
Cartwright said it was “of¬ 
ficial vandalism” while 
Gerald Mabb of Wey¬ 
mouth Civic Society said

it was “incomprehensi¬ 
ble”, “alien” and had a 
“shed-like design”. 

Ali Record, who works 
at the Nook Hotel and the 
Lazy Lizard near the pro¬ 
posed rescue centre site, 
said there had been much 
talk of Weymouth’s 
award-winning beach yet 
here the council was “clut¬ 
tering it up with more 
buildings”. 

Linda Bush of the Tea 
Bush tea rooms agreed 
and said Weymouth’s 
beautiful panoramic views 
would be destroyed by 


such a “large, ugly build¬ 
ing”. 

When the scheme was 
thrown out she said after 
the Weymouth and Port¬ 
land planning meeting: “I 
am absolutely delighted. It 
was the right decision for 
the town.” 

Councillors were unani¬ 
mous in their refusal and 
chairman Councillor Peter 
Farrell was flooded with 
support for his proposal to 
refuse the centre on the 
grounds of its adverse ef¬ 
fect on the character and 
appearance of nearby 


listed buildings and the 
fact it did not improve or 
enhance the conservation 
area. 

He said: “What we are 
dealing with here is a 
150ft long building.” 

He said the aquarium 
and an old shelter had 
been demolished to open 
up the views yet here 
members were being 
asked to block them up 
again. 

He was backed by 
Deputy Mayor Councillor 
Graham Winter who said 
the scheme looked like “a 
great big shed” and by 
Councillor Dominic 


Lonsdale who said it was 
“disproportionate and 
grotesque”. 

Councillor Jean Wood¬ 
ward produced a gale of 
laughter when she said: 
“If this structure is all we 
have to offer our beautiful 
town on a beautiful day 
then I’m emigrating! To 
me this is absolutely dis¬ 
gusting and a monstros¬ 
ity.” 

The 93-minute debate 
was the longest discussion 
of a council item this year 
and it ended with the 
scheme being refused per-

Harriet opened her shop after moving to the 
area to explore and share her love of vintage 
fabrics. 

Before moving to Lyme Regis Harriet spent 
20 years in Blandford and also lived in New 
Zealand for two years. 

Harriet has three adult children who all at¬ 
tended the Woodroffe School. She now lives 
with her partner Geoff, who has a ten-year-old 
son Gully. 

In her spare time Harriet likes to take to the 
water to indulge in her lifelong passion for sail¬ 
ing. 

She took time out after the Bank Holiday cel¬ 
ebrations this week to give us her retro fashion 
tips, her views on sailing on the Jurassic Coast 
and to tell us why she had to leave New 
Zealand. 


■ WHAT first attracted you to Lyme Regis? 

The sea really. Just wanting to live by the sea and to 
stay in Dorset. 

■ WHEN did you start sailing? 

I grew up sailing, my father sailed, we all sailed. I used 
to live out in New Zealand and I did a lot of sailing 
out there as well. I’ve sailed across the Atlantic and 
done loads, it’s a big thing for me. I’ve got a mooring 
in Lyme and I go sailing out there but none of the chil¬ 
dren will come with me anymore because we have had 
so many hair-raising outings and they hate it. 

■ IS the Jurassic Coast a nice place to sail? 

It’s quite dangerous if you don’t know the tides and 
the winds, but I’ve learnt the hard way. Out in Lyme 
Bay is very dangerous if you don’t understand the 
tides. The tide sort of whisks in and it’s like a plughole 
really, the waters are whooshing around one way and 
the wind is pushing it the other way and if you don’t 
know what you’re doing you can get in real trouble 
out there. 

■ WHEN did your interest in vintage clothing 
start? 

I’ve always collected antique fabrics and I’ve always 



loved searching for old textiles and it seemed like the 
next step after I bought a house with a shop. 

I just love old textiles, I’m not so into fashion I’m 
more into finding the beautiful fabrics, that’s my 
world. 


■ WHAT was your favourite clothing era? 

The 1930s/40s. They just had the most beautiful prints 
and the style of the actual dresses were always very 
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elegant. 

■ WHAT retro style is in fashion this summer? 

I suppose it’s back to the 1950s again, the bold floral 
prints are very in fashion with the 50s dresses and the 
full skirts. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

Russell Crowe, Gregory Peck and Audrey Hepburn 
because I would love to have them round. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The last really good book I read was The Help by 
Kathryn Stockett, it’s about the uprising of the Black 
community in America during the Martin Luther King 
era. The last film I watched was probably the King’s 
Speech, I did enjoy that. I don’t listen to CDs anymore 
because I’ve got an iPod, the last album I was listening 
to on there was The Be Good Tanyas album China¬ 
town. 

■ HOW does the countryside in New Zealand 
compare to Dorset? 

It looks almost identical in the North. A lot of people 
from Dorset go out to New Zealand because it’s like a 
home from home. You’ve got all these soft rolling 
green hills and little bays. The only difference is that 
they have got lots of lovely white sand. We came back 
home because it gets quite boring, a view does get bor¬ 
ing after a while. You need to have a bit more than a 
view, we needed to get back in the rat race a bit.

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Think again on libraries say councillors

NO library closures but a 
reduction in hours for all li¬ 
braries. 

That was the core sugges¬ 
tion Weymouth and Port¬ 
land councillors sent to 
county colleagues in the lat¬ 


est round of a Battle of the 
Books. 

The county council is 
looking to slash another 


£800,000 from the library 
service on top of £1 million 
made since 2007, but a 
meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland full council re¬ 
fused to back either of two 
options suggested by 
county. 

The first would have kept 
14 key libraries open in¬ 
cluding Weymouth, Dorch¬ 
ester and Bridport while 
withdrawing funding to 20 
others including Chick- 
erell, Littlemoor, Tophill, 
Underhill and Wyke Regis. 

The second option sug¬ 
gested keeping all libraries 
open but with an overall 
spending cut for each of ten 
per cent. 


But a debate of well over 
an hour - the longest of the 
year - backed neither op¬ 
tion, instead favouring a 
whole raft of views being 
sent to county on how li¬ 
braries could be kept going. 

Councillor Margaret 
Leicester backed reduced 
hours to save any closures 
while Deputy Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Graham Winter said 
libraries’ electronic func¬ 
tions were vital for those 
who couldn’t afford Inter¬ 
net access of their own. 

He added: “In my view it 
would be criminal to lose 
library services and it is 
crucial that the county 
council explore all options 
to continue services.” 

Councillor Anne Ken¬ 
wood said closing satellite 
libraries meant a mother 
with young children on 
Portland would have to 
travel to Weymouth to get 
to a library while Council¬ 
lor David Hawkins 
favoured the second option 
of keeping all the libraries 
but with reduced services 
“to keep the patient alive 
and active”. 

Councillor John 

Birtwistle said the whole 
exercise was to do with 
“cutting money” and the 
county had already already 
made up its mind while 
Councillor Ian Roebuck 
said it was “an attempt to 
pick off individual commu¬ 
nities and I reject it totally”. 

He added: “We have been 
given a take it or leave mes¬ 
sage and we have to say 
“No” and send our own 
message.” 

Mrs Leicester then said: 
“We must go to the county 
council and say we will 
only accept a reduction in 
hours. There is no way we 
will accept any closures.”

Home composting - pass it on 


KEEN gardeners in Dorset are being encouraged to pass 
their home composting knowledge and skills onto family, 
friends and neighbours this spring during Compost Aware¬ 
ness Week. 

Although more than half of Dorset households with gar¬ 
dens are already home composting, there are lots more ac¬ 
tivities to try. Many people have never tried composting 
general household waste, such as scrunched up paper, the 
contents from a vacuum cleaner or tea bags. Grass clip¬ 
pings, leaves and flowers can also go in. 

Home composting is an inexpensive, natural process 
which is much better for the environment than sending un¬ 
cooked kitchen and garden waste to landfill, where it can 
generate methane - a greenhouse gas more powerful than 
carbon dioxide. 

Steve Burdis, Dorset Waste Partnership Director, said: 
“Dorset residents are renowned for being excellent recy¬ 
clers but more and more are also home composting. The 
great thing about choosing to compost at home is that it 
requires relatively little effort, and is suitable for everyone 
- whether you are a seasoned gardener or a novice, have a 
large garden or a small urban space, you can still get in¬ 
volved. 

“Compost Awareness Week is an excellent opportunity 
to tell your family, friends and local community about the 
benefits of composting and become a home composting 
champion.” 

To help more people put their scraps to good use, the 
Dorset Waste Partnership has teamed up with bin manu¬ 


facturer Straight Pic to provide a range of compost bins, 
kitchen caddies and water butts at bargain prices. 

The two most popular - 220 and 330 litre - compost bins 
are priced at £15 and £18 respectively, plus £5.49 home 
delivery charge.

Boost for students with 
innovative new building 


A DRAMATIC new £17 million 
building has opened at Budmouth 
Technology College in Weymouth. 

The structure, called The Hub, has 
been designed to represent Jurassic 
Coast cliffs and it has a soaring, light 
and airy interior which principal 
David Akers said had already helped 
to improve students’ performance. 

He added: “The entrance called 
The Avenue has an outdoor feel to it 
with a glass ceiling, wide walkways 
and Italian furniture for students to 
relax on during breaks. 

“The building contains most of the 
major teaching areas including lan¬ 
guages, IT, science, Maths and Eng¬ 
lish, all colour coded in line with 
national curriculum to give identity 
to each area while a high-tec system

can detect carbon dioxide levels in 
every classroom. 

“Carbon dioxide can make students 
tired and reduce concentration, but 
the system alerts staff to any build¬ 
up of the gas so they can switch fans 
on or open a window.” 

Mr Akers said it had taken nearly 
six years to produce the building 
from inception through design to 
build. 

He added: “The idea from the be¬ 
ginning was to create an adult, uni¬ 
versity-type feel to it. 

“All external areas have a vast 
amount of seating with even flower 
beds being flat-topped. 


“There is sea groyne-style architec¬ 
ture while landscaping at the rear 
will shield students from weather 
and also provide a sculpture park.” 

A key part of Budmouth’s new 
look will be student art which will be 
hung in The Avenue and also within 
the large corridor voids. 

Mr Akers said: “Demolition of the 
old Cahre Hall main building will 
open up the western side of the site 
to continue the Jurassic Coast theme 
with more landscaping and a large 
new Eden Project-style greenhouse 
for students to use in connection 
with science. 

“Overall we believe that this has 
been £17 million well spent because 
it encourages students to relax which 
can only improve learning.”

A MULTI-million pound scheme to rede¬ 
velop fashion chain New Look’s site at 
Mercery Road, Weymouth, has taken an¬ 
other step forward. 

Planners have now granted full planning 
permission for a new office building, out¬ 
line permission for a Sainsbury’s super¬ 
market, a petrol station and car park and 
have also backed a three-storey 60-bed 
Premier hotel as part of the scheme. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland 
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planning committee heard from New 
Look’s Keith Gosling that the company 
was committed to bringing forward devel¬ 
opment of the site including new offices 
for its staff. 

Bruno Moore for Sainsbury’s said the 
new supermarket would be “a significant 
contribution to the economic prosperity of 
the town” with 400 new jobs, one third 


full-time and two-thirds part-time. 

Councillor Mark Tewkesbury said: 
“This development is long overdue. We 
do need the extra employment in the town 
and I fully support it.” 

Councillor Margaret Leicester said: “I 
think it is a really good development for 
a site which is just a big empty space. It 
is an excellent scheme.” 

Members then unanimously backed the 
New Look scheme and then the hotel 


scheme after hearing from Stephen 
Booker for Whitbread who said the new 
hotel would create 65 jobs. 

Chairman Councillor Peter Farrell said 
the hotel was “a really useful application” 
while Deputy Mayor Councillor Graham 
Winter said the artist’s impressions had 
swung him in favour of the scheme be¬ 
cause two dimensional plans had made 
the building look “a bit like communist 
accommodation in Eastern Germany”.

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Get up with the lark for the dawn chorus 


EARLY bird lovers can enjoy some dawn 
chorus events in Weymouth arranged by the 
RSPB. 

May is the month when resident songbirds 
are joined by summer migrants, all in full 
voice. 

This year, the RSPB at Weymouth Wet¬ 
lands is running two guided walks at its 
Radipole Lake reserve on Sunday, May 8th. 
The first is from 5.30am to 8am and, for 
those who need a little longer in bed, the 
second is from 8am to 10.30am. Both will 
include breakfast. 

Wetlands information officer Luke Phillips 
said: “If you’ve never experienced it before, 
I can heartily recommend getting up early to 
hear the dawn chorus in all its glory. 


“As the days lengthen through spring, the 
increase in daylight triggers a rise in the hor¬ 
mone testosterone in the males and once the 
gang’s all here - all the summer visitors 
have arrived from their wintering grounds in 
Africa and southern Europe by early May - 
the boys have a great deal to say for them¬ 
selves. Their focus is on finding and keeping 
a territory, for feeding and breeding, and on 
finding and keeping a mate. 

“They sing most intensely at dawn because 
the world is quieter then so they’re more 
likely to be heard and the sun hasn’t yet got 
the insects and other invertebrates going so 
there’s less food to be foraged for. 

“Part of the joy of bird watching is actually 
bird listening. Learning to recognise bird 


songs is not only very rewarding, it’s also a 
valuable tool as most often, you’ll hear a 
bird before you see it, especially now, with 
all the trees and shrubs in leaf. 

“And the advantage of going on a dawn 
chorus walk with the RSPB is that there’ll 
be someone there who can tell you which 
birds you’re listening to.” 

Booking is essential for both walks which 
cost £6 for non-members and £4 for mem¬ 
bers. The price includes breakfast and all 
proceeds go to the charity’s conservation 
work.

This week Tom joined instructor SIMON TODD for a Windsurfing taster session at the Official Test Centre 
at the Weymouth and Portland National Sailing Academy (WPNSA). 


D espite having 
grown up at the 
beach, and tackled 
the waves in everything 
from rubber dinghies to 
tractor tyre inner tubes, my 
experience with organised 
water sports is minimal. 

The closest I have come 
is attempting to surf whilst 
on holiday with a friend in 
France five years ago. 
After three days of trying 
to stand up I eventually 
gave in after the humiliat¬ 
ing experience of being 
towed into shore by a 
kayaker, having been 
washed out to sea. 

It was a situation I used 
all my swimming ability to 
try and avoid, as like most 
men I’d sooner be washed 
slowly out to sea than have 
to ask for help. 

Naturally then I ap¬ 
proached windsurfing with 
some trepidation. I love the 
idea of it, but surely it 
would take years of time, 
money and commitment to 
just become competent. 
What I could really gain 
from one morning at the 
WPNSA, other than a cold, 
I was unsure. 

It proved however to be a 
very user friendly and en¬ 
joyable experience and in 
just a few short hours I felt 
I had achieved something, 
and to top it off I spent 
considerably more time on 
the board than in the water. 

For most sports fans a 
chance to perform on the 
same playing field as their 
idols would be a priceless 
experience. How many 
snooker fans watching the 
world championships last 
week would have given 
their right arm to play a 
few frames at ‘The Cru¬ 
cible’? Although I 
wouldn’t recommend that 
as a form of payment as it 
could affect your game. 

So with the London 2012 
Olympic windsurfing 
course just minutes down 
the road it amazed me that 
there were only two of us 
booked in for a taster ses¬ 
sion on the morning in 
question. In a year from 
now people will be fight¬ 
ing just to get a glimpse of 
the water, fans are already 
waiting anxiously to see of 
their application for a 


ticket has been successful, 
and yet for less than a 
price of a ticket you can 
actually join the 
Olympians on the water 
any day of the year. 

Once I arrived I was 
pleased to know I 
wouldn’t be chucked 
straight into the water, I 
was given my wetsuit and 
life jacket and asked to 
meet my instructor at the 
water’s edge to learn the 
basic techniques on the 
simulator. 

The simulator was a 
great way of learning the 
ropes and an excellent 
place to start if you are 
feeling less than confident 
about entering the water. 

Having mastered the 
technique on the simulator 
I certainly felt confident 
when entering the water. I 
popped up onto the board 


and got the sail out of the 
water with no problem at 
all. A natural. I then tried 
to turn and went flying un¬ 
controllably into the early 
morning Portland waters. 
Suddenly I was glad of my 
wetsuit. 

A few more attempts 
though and I was starting 
to get the hang of it. Un¬ 
like surfing you aren’t re¬ 
liant on catching the wave 
and there is considerably 
less safety risk without the 
tides to contend with and 
so you can get to grips 
with the technique in your 
own time. 

I had soon overcome my 
shaky sea legs and was 
then focusing on gaining 
speed and making turns. I 
did, of course, fall in a few 
more times than the young 
British Olympic hopefuls 
who were training along¬ 


side me but my water 
breaks did become fewer 
and further between as the 
time passed. 

Once you are up on your 
feet and feeling comfort¬ 
able you can then enjoy 
the perfect setting around 
you and it becomes clear 
why Portland was the ob¬ 
vious choice for the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic 
organisers. 

If you are visiting the 
area on holiday then I 
would implore you to take 
the opportunity to test out 
the Olympic waters. If like 
me you have lived with 
the venue on your 
doorstep for years and 
never tried it then I would 
advise you the same. You 
might just see the Jurassic 
Coast from a whole new 
inspiring and breath-tak¬ 
ing angle.

Live music at The Beach & Barnicott 


THE Jesse Ballard Band are playing atThe Beach 
& Barnicott, Bridport, this Friday (May 6th) from 
9:30pm. 

Jesse, originally from California, is the man 
with the voice at home in any number of differ¬ 
ent countries. Berlin was home base for a long 
time and sometimes still is, so was London, but 
then there was Spain, Italy, and many other 
places. 

The band is like that too. The Sensational Sax¬ 
ophone Joe, Jesse's longtime partner, hails 
from the Czech Republic, and Hans Hartmann 
(bass) is from Switzerland. 

Jesse has toured with JJ. Cale, Robert Palmer, 
The Scorpians, and Joe Cocker. Difficult to clas¬ 
sify, the music has many influences. Jesse's 
punchy melodic songwriting is joined by a 
band that is at home in jazz, blues, rock, and 
folk-Americana. 

The recently released album Constantly In 
View is a collection of songs ranging from 
whimsical love songs to serious observations 
of the consequences of war to a sea saga, to a 
song of life's hope and desperation written for 
Theo Krieger's new and already awarded film 
Beautiful Bitch. 

Joe Kucera, aka Saxophone Joe, was born in 
Prague. After two years of teaching himself the 
clarinet, he won his first jazz awards with his 
first group, Revival Band. Soon after that he 
switched to his favourite instrument, soprano 
saxophone. 

At the age of 24 he described himself as a 
vagabond and jazz-prostitute and discovered 
an affinity for soul music. In that time he also 
played baritone sax with the best Czech soul 
singer Michael Prokop and his band Framus 
Five. 

One Year after the Prague Spring of 1969, he 
escaped to the West and worked as a musician 
in Vienna, Frankfurt, and West Berlin. 

First in the musical Hair, later as a freelancer, 
and when he met Jesse Ballard in the early 
1970s in London their encounter marked his 
first important access to American Rhythm and 
Blues. The years with Ballard in the Paradise Is¬ 
land Band turned out to be among the best of 
his life. 

It is to Ballard that Joe develops the strongest 
musical connection and they often perform to¬ 
gether as a duo called Jesse Ballard and The 
Sensational Saxophone Joe. 

Joe has recorded and played with many 
known and unknown but great musicians: 
Alexis Korner,Tony Sheridan, Jackie Leven, and 
Czech legend Marta Kubisova, to name just a 
few. 

He also founded two music festivals. Between 
1997 and 2007 he created and curated the 


highly acclaimed annual Berlin Jazz Meeting. 
He is now music director of the Europe Blues 
Train Festival. 

Over the years, working with Joe Kucera 
turned into something like a brand of quality 
for many musicians. He guests and plays in 
countless bands and formations, connects with 
more and more musical styles, and among all 
these influences he puts his one of a kind 
stamp on the music. 

In the end, it is all about the music, Joe Kucera 
turns into a sparkling fountain of notes when it 
comes to music.The inexhaustible ease and the 
immense diversity of his melodic sax improvi¬ 
sations are what set him apart. His is a musical- 
ity that remains a constant source of inspiration 
for his fellow musicians. 

Swiss born bassist, Hans Hartmann, started 
playing traditional jazz bass at his canton 
school. Later, at Zurich conservatory, he was 
awarded a prize as Switzerland's best bass 
player. 

During this time he played bass for blues 
singer Champion Jack Dupree and in bands 
with Remo Rau, Jorg Grau and Peter Canidiotto. 

For a while Hartmann toured Northern Eu¬ 
rope with pianist Marcel Bernasconi and drum¬ 
mer Beat Kennel. In 1968 he took up a position

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


THE First World War poems of John McCrae, Wil¬ 
fred Owen, Alan Seeger, Siegfried Sassoon and 
many others are still as moving and as cele¬ 
brated now as they were over ninety years ago. 
But what about today's young soldiers? Well, 
they are writing poetry too. As The Sunday 
Telegraph reported on April 17th, Capt. John 
Jeffcock, a former Coldstream Guards officer is 
behind a project to publish an anthology of 
new poems written by injured soldiers. The 
book is due out in time for Remembrance Sun¬ 
day. We might not discover another Seeger or 
Sassoon but the poems may give a better un¬ 
derstanding of the nature of modern warfare 
than we are able to distill from television cov¬ 
erage. This poem is by Danny Martin, a 28-year- 
old ex-Royal Signals corporal who served in 
Iraq. 

HADDOCK OF MASS DESTRUCTION 

Brain bored and arse numb 
Finally the blades spun and we lifted 
Skimmed the palm trees and popped flares 
above the Euphrates 
We swooped low over the target truck 
Then landed in its path 

We charged in our Storm Trooper costumes 
Blinding faceless shapes through dirty glass 
With rifle mounted lasers 
We were jumpy 
We were ready 

I dragged the driver from his seat 
Slammed his face into hot tarmac 


Held it there with my suede boot 
Steadied my hands long enough to cuff his 

We searched his packed pick-up 
Boxes stacked four deep five wide 
Emptied in the dust on the roadside 
The first box revealed ice and fish, and the next 
And the next, and the last 

Intelligence had said he was armed and dangerous 
Armed with melting ice and defrosting cod 
No match for our guns, our bombs, 

Our good intentions, our morals 
Our God 

We cut his cuffs, and his wife's 
And left them to their ruined stock 
I should demand commission 
From the Taliban 

For every recruit I've converted to their flock. 

ALMOST all of the really memorable poems 
from the Great War were written in rhyme. Yet 
the vast majority of modern poets are either 
unwilling or unable to write anything other 
than blank verse. Strange, isn't it? I hope that 
when the anthology appears it will include a 
least a few poems that do rhyme and scan. The 
book will be entitled "Injured". Keep an eye out 
for it next November. 

Alan Seeger, the American poet, was serving 
in the French Foreign Legion when he was 
killed in action in France on July 4th 1916 at the 
age of twenty-eight. This poem of his was pub¬ 
lished posthumously. 


I HAVE A RENDEZVOUS WITH DEATH 

I have a rendezvous with Death 
At some disputed barricade, 

When Spring comes back with rustling shade 
And apple-blossoms fill the air — 

I have a rendezvous with Death 
When Spring brings back blue days and fair. 

It may be he shall take my hand 
And lead me into his dark land 
And close my eyes and quench my breath — 

It may be I shall pass him still. 

I have a rendezvous with Death 
On some scarred slope of battered hill, 
When Spring comes round again this year 
And the first meadow-flowers appear. 

God knows 'twere better to be deep 
Pillowed in silk and scented down, 

Where love throbs out in blissful sleep, 

Pulse nigh to pulse, and breath to breath, 
Where hushed awakenings are dear... 

But I've a rendezvous with Death 
At midnight in some flaming town, 

When Spring trips north again this year, 

And I to my pledged word am true, 

I shall not fail that rendezvous.

Are Classics owners 
gambling with safety? 

R esearch shows that classic vehicle owners planning 
on touring could be gambling with their safety by 
not making sure their insurance policies cover them 
in the event of a breakdown. 

According to a recent survey by specialist insurance 
broker Footman James, only a mere seven per cent of 
those interviewed stated that EU breakdown cover was 
at the top of their touring check list, while 29 per cent 
couldn't leave home without their phone and 18 per cent 
said tools were their top priority. 

More worryingly, the survey also revealed that 17 per 
cent of enthusiasts questioned said they don't have any 
breakdown cover, while another three per cent weren't 
sure if they were covered or not. 

The survey, of nearly 5,500 classic vehicle owners, was 
conducted via a database web survey and also at the 
NEC's Classic Motor Show. 

Paul Matthews, Footman James' managing director, 
said: "As many classic vehicles will have been in hiberna¬ 
tion prior to the touring season, it becomes increasingly 
important that owners have the right levels of breakdown 
cover in place should the unthinkable happen. 

"While it may be tempting for owners to fix minor prob¬ 
lems themselves, most breakdowns often require expert 
assistance to get the vehicle safely back on the road. 

"Every year between May and September, we see a high 
increase in calls from touring customers that find them¬ 
selves relying on their breakdown cover to get them back 
on track. 

"If motorists are worried about incurring additional ex¬ 
pense, Footman James automatically includes break¬ 
down cover in all EU countries - but it's always best for 
drivers to check their policies with their insurance 
provider."

Nailbiting one run win for Dorchester 


DORSET FUNERAL PLAN LEAGUE 
PREMIER LEAGUE 

Dorchester 222-8 beat Stalbridge 221 by 1 run 
DORCHESTER won a real cliff-hanger at the Rec when they beat 
an experienced Stalbridge side by just one run. 

The visitors seemed to be cruising to victory after Stuart 
Sweatman (36) and 0 Calcott (32) had put on 61 for the open¬ 
ing partnership, as Graham Wisset-Warner eased towards an 
opening day century. Dorchester skipper Martyn Richards then 
reintroduced Dan Belt for his second spell, and almost imme¬ 
diately he transformed the game by bowling the Shillingstone 
number three. 

This proved the turning point as Belt (4-44) and Rob Waite (3- 
39) produced the fightback, although it still looked odds-on 
the visitors would prevail. 

Cruising at 194-3, Belt bowled Wissett-Warner for 87, scored 
off just 74 balls, and although danger man Rob Burfitt (17) was 
trapped leg before by Krish Subramanian (1 -41) the visitors still 
had four wickets and 18 overs to get 27 runs, but debutant 
Shaun Little (2-33) bowled Steve Forshaw with the first ball of 
his eighth over to claim victory by a run.

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RUGBY - SEASON REVIEW

A mixed bag for local teams 


THE rugby season, for most 
local sides anyway, has stag¬ 
gered to a close, with all issues 
of promotion and relegation 
being resolved. 

This past season has brought 
satisfaction and frustration in 
equal measures overall as it usu¬ 
ally does, and some will look 
back on their season with more 
pleasure than others. 

DORCHESTER, who play at the 
highest level of any club locally, 
had a season with which they 
will be satisfied. 

They finished in the mid-table 
of the Southern Counties 
League (South), having had to 
deal with a considerable injury 
list for much of their campaign. 

They were a side that attacked 
rather better than they de¬ 
fended (most sides do), and 
were especially dangerous in 
broken field situations when 
their elusive runners came into 
their own. 

They always tried to play an 
open attractive game for that 
was their strength, although 
their eight was certainly ade¬ 
quate and scored a number of 
tries by executing the front peel 
well. 

On the down side they did 
tend to lose focus at times in 
games, and lost several that 
they looked like winning, much 
to the annoyance of their sup¬ 
porters.

The club's injury list impacted 


on its second and third side as it 
always does.The seconds ended 
the season nearer the bottom of 
the Dorset & Wilts League Divi¬ 
sion Two (South) than they 
would have wished; while the 
thirds were on occasion, left 
with no alternative but to con¬ 
cede their games. 

BRIDPORT suffered a very 
much less than satisfactory sea¬ 
son. Having been promoted 
into the Southern Counties divi¬ 
sion just 12 months ago they 
now find themselves back in the 
Dorset & Wilts League Division 
One. 

At first all went well for they 
won their first game with ease. 
Subsequently however they 
found the higher level of rugby 
was a little too rich for their 
blood and ended the year in 
second bottom place. 

It seems a little ironic that, 
having failed to travel to Salis¬ 
bury, the outstanding side in 
the division, a concession that 
cost them five league points, 
they then failed to ensure their 
league status by just three 
points at the end of the season.

nents. 

This aspect of their perform¬ 
ance certainly got better as the 
season went on and they 
steadily climbed the table, al¬ 
though they were never in dan¬ 
ger of toppling Blandford, the 
division's outstanding side. 

In the end they gave the im¬ 
pression that they were close to 
being a pretty handy unit, with 
a pack that could win good ball, 
a reliable place kicker and some 
pace out wide. Perhaps next 
season!! 

Another side that showed im¬ 
provement as the season pro¬ 
gressed was the Weymouth 
second side. 

After a quiet start they found 
themselves, and mounted a 
promotion challenge, emerging 
from the mid table of division 
three. 

A stern chase is always a long 
chase, and so it proved. They 
kept going however, beating 
the top sides as they went, be¬ 
fore clinching a promotion spot 
during the final league week¬ 
end of the season. 

They will take their place in 
the Dorset & Wilts second divi¬ 


sion and, if they can survive 
there, and I think they will, their ; 
first team squad will certainly 
benefit. 

Their season did not end with 
the winning of promotion how¬ 
ever for they were second fif¬ 
teen county cup finalists and 
played Salisbury seconds on 
April 30th at North Dorset. 

Sad to relate, this was a game 
too far for them, and their oppo¬ 
nents, who had just won pro¬ 
motion themselves into the 
Dorset & Wilts First Division, 
beat them comfortably by some 
50 points to nil.
